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SCOPE This bulletin contains details for South Australia of the commercial 


production and distribution of wine and spirits and stocks of wine and 
spirits held by manufacturers and wholesalers, and for Australia of the 
production of selected wine and spirits. 


PRODUCTION The total quantity of wine made in South Australia in 1963-64 was 

OF WINE 27,101,600 gallons, approximately 30 per cent more than in 1962-63 
AND SPIRITS: (20,784,800 gallons) but less than the 1961-62 record production of 
SOUTH 30,830,800 gallons. Production of spirits also increased - 2,129,700 
AUSTRALIA proof gallons of spirit for wine fortifying compared with 1,759,300 


proof gallons in 1962-63, 1,052,900 proof gallons of brandy (994,400 
in 1962-63) and 105,900 proof gallons of whisky (95,200 in 1962-63). 


Wineries and distilleries processed 148,828 tons of fresh grapes in 
1963-64 compared with 111,019 tons in 1962-63. (The record of 172,009 tons was 
processed in 1961-62.)

PRODUCTION The quantity of beverage wine made in Australia in 1963-64 was 18,764,300 
OF WINE gallons, approximately 26 per cent more than in 1962-63 (14,943, 200 
AND SPIRITS: gallons} and approximately 4 per cent more than the previous record 
AUSTRALIA production of 18,108,200 gallons in 1961-62, In 1963-64 production of 


spirit for wine fortifying (3,030, 300 proof gallons) and brandy 
(1,220,000 proof gallons) showed an increase over 1962-63 production of 
approximately 13 per cent and 8 per cent respectively. 


WHOLESALE Wholesale sales of wine in South Australia increased from 2,310,800 
SALES : gallons in 1962-63 to 2,550,400 gallons in 1963-64, Sales of dry sherry 
SOUTH increased by 13,800 gallons to 133,300 gallons but sweet sherry sales 
AUSTRALIA decreased by 29,000 to 627,500 gallons. More dessert wines were sold in 


1963-64 than in 1962-63, an increase of 42,600 gallons in the sweet red 
varieties more than offsetting a decrease of 20,900 gallons in sweet 
white wines, 


Table wine sales continued to show an increase from 752,100 gallons in 
1962-63 to 984,000 gallons in 1963-64. Increases were recorded in all varieties. 


Brandy sales increased from 136,900 proof gallons in 1962-63 to 155,600 
proof gallons in 1963-64, 


The figures quoted cannot be taken as an indication of actual consump- 
tion of wine and spirits in South Australia as they include sales to interstate re- 
tailers and consumers and exclude direct purchases from other States by South Australian 
retailers and consumers. 


RETAIL SALES: The value of retail sales of beer, wine and spirits amounted to £26.4 
SOUTH million for the year ended 30th June 1964, an increase of £1.8 million 
AUSTRALIA over sales for the previous year. 


EXPORTS: More wine was exported from South Australia in 1963-64 (8,242,400 

SOUTH gallons) than in 1962-63 (7,905,600 gallons). Interstate exports in- 
AUSTRALIA creased from 1962-63 by 385, 300 gallons to 6,775,300 gallons in 1963-64, 
Direct oversea exports in 1963-64 were lower, decreasing by 48,500 
gallons to 1,467,100 gallons, 
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STOCKS: Wine stocks held by winemakers and wholesalers totalled 29,840,900 
SOUTH gallons at 30th June 1964. This was 2,044,900 gallons more than at 
AUSTRALTA 30th June 1963 but less than the 30,229,200 gallons held after the 


1962 record vintage. Distillation wine stocks increased by 598,000 

gallons to 1,458,500 gallons and dessert wines by 88,000 gallons to 
15,640,200 gallons. Stocks of sherry were reduced by 145,800 gallons to 4,815,700 
gallons.

It includes sales (both local and inte 
state)from stocks held in South Australian wineries, depots, bulk stores, etc., but ex 
cludes oversea exports, purchases for Sships' stores, and sales to merchants and wine- 
makers for re-sale. The figures should not be regarded as showing actual consumption 
South Australia, because they include seles to retailers and consumers in other States 
and exclude purchases from other States by South Australian retailers and consumers.
